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FOREWORD 


A considerable amount of the information about the special 
library field that has appeared in “Special Libraries” is not found 
in any other publication. The periodical contains also a large num- 
ber of bibliographies, as well as notices of bibliographies that have 
been published elsewhere. Up to the present time, this information 
has not been readily accessible as the only index available has been 
the one covering the years 1910 to 1915. The first five volumes of 
this cumulation were indexed by Mr. E. C. Tuttle, Reading, Mass., 
and the sixth was done by Miss Ethel Cleland, who was then with 
the Indiana Bureau of Legislative Information. Using this index 
as a basis, the present compiler prepared the copy for a ten-year 
cumulation in 1920, but nothing further was done about the matter. 

Miss Rebecca Rankin became President of the Special Libraries 


_Association in 1922, and at her request the index was expanded to 


cover thirteen years. With her characteristic energy and enthusiasm, 
she supervised the final revision of the copy and arranged for its 
publication. The compiler is greatly indebted to Miss Rankin for 
her clarifying criticisms and helpful suggestions.
